clock to full-blown Stalinism, according to reports 


reaching here. 


_ At the first hint from Moscow, when Mr 
Khrushchev again praised Stalin, the Communist 
party in Sofia immediately began to destroy any 
trace there was of anti-Stalinism in their country, 


the reports indicate. 


Mr Vulko Chervenkov, leader 
of the party in Ite Stalinist days, 
who had never been thrown 
right out of office, although de- 
prived of the title of Prime 

intslor, was brought back — to 
be Minister of Education. In this 
post. be ds reported to have used 
his ruthless “strong hand” — to 
crush out any. falnily glowing 
embers among the students — of 
that rebaliousness against 
Stalinism which led to the pe- 
cent events In Poland and 
Hungary, 


Tn the Bulgarian Communist 
nowspaper, “Trud’ (Work), a 
triumvirate "of = Communist 
writers took it upon themselves 
to reply to Yugoslav criticisms 
of Stalintsm in no half-hearted 
way, 


Stalinism 


“The Soviet Union and people 
under the jeadership of the 
Kreat Communist party,” they 
suid, "have unswervingly follow- 
ed the Leninist path, ... For 
this, the exclusive merits is 
Stalin's, After Lenin's death, he 
fed the struggle agains, at- 
tempts by Trotsk!,  Zinoviev, 
Bukharin ond thelr lke lo 
direct the development of the 
party and Soviet society to- 
wards destruction. It is precise- 
ty this which turned the Soviet 
Union {nto a powerful in- 
dustrial state. 


“What great misfortune svould 
have befallen the Soviet rule 
and mankind had not the Com- 
munolst party, led by Stalin, 
defermted Lenin’s  cnuse 50 
firmly!” 


These writers turned — buck 
the clock completely, when they 
added: 


“Stalinism is first of all Com- 
munism and Marxism-Leninism. 
Whoever fights against Stalinism 
Aghts against Marxism-Leninism. 
Stalin, in spite of — certain 
errors, was a great Marxist- 
Leninist. His interpreta- 
tions on the questions of the 
state, proletarian dictatorship, 
the strategy, tactics and role of 
the party in proletarisn inter- 
nationatism are not ‘dead 
dogma’ but have served, and 
still serve, as ideological guld- 
ance for all true Communists,” 


Party Members 


But although there seems little 
chance now of any movement 
in Bulgarla comparable to that 
in Hungary, the Bulgarian 
rerime appears to be taking no 
chances. The reports indicate 
that the revolvers issued to all 
members of the Communist 
party, in view of what happened 
to some Party secretaries in 
Hungary, have not been with- 
drawn. On the contrary, women 
members of the party have becn 
ordered to take lessons in using 
them. . 


In one Communist household, 
the charwoman found three re- 
volvers in the bed-room, accord-
